No. 14-ITC(PN)/67.—Attention Is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 134-ITC(PN)/66 dated 27th September, 1966, according tu which 
licences for Import of dates from Iraq were granted to the categories of importers 
e.igible thereunder. 

2. It has now been decided that the established importers who have past im¬ 
ports of dry furlts from Pakistan to their credit during the period 1.951-52 to 1961- 
62 may also apply for licences for import of dates from iraq during the licensing 
period 1966-67. The importers who have already availed of the concession given 
in the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 134-ITC(PN)/66 dated 27th Sep¬ 
tember, 1966 will not be entitled to apply again for licences in terms of this Public 
Notice, even if they may be eligible otherwise. In other words, no double benefit 
will be given. 

3. Licences granted in terms of this Public Notice for import of dates from 
Iraq will be subject to the condition that not less than 60 per cent of the face 
value of the licences, shall have ta be utilized for import of dates by. sailing vessels 
and the balance 40 per cent by Other means, if the licensees so desire. The validi¬ 
ty period pf such licences wijf be for six months from the date of issue. No 
further extension in the validity period of the licences will be allowed, 

4. Applications for licences for import of dates from Iraq in terms of this 
Public Notice should be submitted in the usual form and manner, complete in all 
respects to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, (Central Licensing 
Area) Indraprgstha Estate, New Delhi on or belcrc 21st February, 1967, All
